Indian Affairs- 



It will bo no nev.'s to toll tlio rcad- 

- eTlhat the Indian affairs of tliia Pro- 
vince are in an extronitily unsatisfact- 
ory atato and that tlie fault lies mainiT 
ii not solely at the door of the Local 
Government. Since our csposuiO cf 
its most improper treatment of the 
Rev. Father Grandidior's excellent 
letter and its cowardly attemiit to put 
blame upon Federal shoulders, our 
clftCftlcoutemporary had an article on 
the subject, in the course of which it 
f'ilatVd that "The policy pursued bv 

f th'^'Government under the adniinis- 
tration of Sir James Douglas was to 
set apart reserves on a basis of ten 
acres to each head of a family, and 
that policy had never been changed 

r , up to the date of Confederation." 

' Saving made this assertion.it contend- 
ed that, under the conditions of the 
Treaty of Union, the Local Govern- 
ment are quite justified in the stand 
they have taken and -which has been 
the moans of bringing the survey of 
Indian lands to a Ktand. Not only 
does our contemporary coulcnd that 
the local Government arc justilied and 
quite right in refusing- to allow moK- 
than ten acres to each family, but that 
they are perfectly right in refusing to 
allow old reservations to bo brought 
up to that ratio whore thoy may hap- 
pen to fall below it. Thus the rule 

■ mast not be allowed to woric both 
••ways. Cutting down reserves is idl 

right enough ; but there must be iiu 
cutting up. The article alluded to 
has been so far effective aa to evoke a 
letter from Sir Jamea Douglas, in 
'^'whioh the stand taken by the Local 
GroVeniinent and its fitting organ is 
JHOii completely demplished. There 
ooald 'be no better authority on the 
' nibjeot, nor one better entitled to 

■ ipeak, than Sir James Douglas; and 
-.•jjltiB 'satisfactory to know that his 

letter reaches head-quarters through 
the proper channel. It is hardly ne- 
cessary to say that it is quite sure to 
have very gicat weiglit at Ottawa. 
"Wliile our o\Mi (iovL'niment are liig- 
gling and po.s.sible precipitating- any 
Indian war for the siiko of a few acri-s 
of land, it may not bo uiiintorestiiig 
to see hovi- sucli tilings are 
on the otlmr side of the lioelcy Mouii- j 
tains, It is already known thn.t i 
I;ioutenant'Govf'rnor jlorriy, uf iMani 
toha, and the lion. Diivjd Laird, : 
Lieniboj' of tlio Domic ion Cabinet 
have rcceiHly cotududod a Treaty will 
the Indians inhabiting a portion of 
the North-west 'i'orritory. Tiie toxi 
of that Treaty is Ijoforo us, and we 
propose placing before our rc.-ub i.s a 
• brief sumniai-y of what it concedes to 
the Indians: In land it givs "one 
square mile for eacli family of live, ( i- 
in that proportion for larger (jr suialler 

■ families," and it gives the genernl 
right to hunt, fish, &c., over other 
territory. It will be observed that 
thib area is equivalent to 130 acres for 
every man, woman and child. This 
Ijresenls quite a contrast to the ten 
acres par family, equal to about two 
acres per individual, oflfered by our 
big-hearted CHiicf C'ommissioufrl l!nt 
the Qu'Appellp Treaty gives moretiiau 
land. It gi\es a present to each 
cljidf of twenty-five dollars in cash, a 
coat and a Qiieon's silvrM- iiicd/Ll ; tn 
cacli headman, not ex('e<>iliiig four in 
fMi\i band, liltecn dollars in casl] .■iiul j 
a coat, and for every man, wu.nan and ] 
rhild twelve dollai's in easli. l;esi(l(!s a j 
a liberal distribution anmug 
those present of ])nwt|er, slidt. 
blankets, ealieims, trunks, and 
other articles. In addilion to (hesu 
proliiniuary gifts tlie 'J'i-ealy provides

half and on behalf of all other Indians 
inhabiting the coded tract, solemn- 
ly ]n-oiniso aud engage to strict- 
ly observe the Treaty and behave 
themselTOs as good and loyal 
Bubjeets of the Queen, that they will, 
in all respects, obi y the law, maintain 
])eaco and good order between oaah 
other, and between themselves aud 
other tribes of Indians and between 
themselves and others of Her Majesty's 
subjects, whether Indians, half-breeds, 
or whites; and that they will not mo- 
lest the person or property of any per- 
son in or travelling through the 
said territory.

those ofi'encea was a coudonatioa of their 
faults. Ho did not lielieve in. the views 
of thij Bishop; he could respect a Eoman 
('atholic; he could respect a Maboinmo- 
dan; but ho did not'bLdieve in a man 
acting up to the Cbureli of Koine and 
ilrawing the pay of the Church ot I'jiig 
land. He did not believe in liishops as 
they existed here.; there was'uo court by 
wliicb a Bisbop could: bo tried for an ec- 
closiastioul offense and so'they were infal- 
lible. 

Mr. Courtney seconded tho movement, 
paying a great eomplimoiit to the Dean for 
bis constancy. He believed that neither 
Uishop, Priest nor Kiii^ could move hiin 
from wliiit he consideied to bb li;:i duly. 
Ho called on all Victoria men, women 
and ehiliireii on this occasion to stand up 
and do their duty to Mr. Cridgo. 

Besolution was unanim;-ualy carried.

It will bo observed that the 
whole of the above work i$ North of 
Nunaimo, extending a di.stance of six- 
toeri miles in that direction and 'com- 
prising the sub-districts of Mountain, 
Wellington, and Nanooso. In the 
town itself nothing lias bceti done, 
beyond a trilling appropriation of soino 
t\ro hundred odd dollars towards a 
back street; but of tliis more anon. 
South of tlio town lii; tho sub-dis- 
triets of Cedar and Craiib-'ny. Tlio 
Cedar road has been surveyed and 
marked out, and I bciiovo tho conlract 
entered into for a part if not idl of it. 
Tlie new bridge over Kanaimo River, 
connecting Cedar District with Nanai- 
nio, has been eotnplet(;d. Tho struct- 
ure isj supported by Ktrong wrou_;lit 
Iron rods depending from two power- 
ful arch beams, forming a strong and 
ubstantial bridge — one not likely to 
bllow its unlucky predecetsor, — and 
pening ano establishing moans of 
[direct communieation betwoon Cedar 
Disti'ict and Nauaiino Town, ul- 
timately to constitute a link in tho 
trunk road Idadmg tlirongh^. Che- 
manua, Oowiohan and down to Yictor- 
ia. Cranberry is unlucky. Every 
year's appropriation is exhausted be- 
fore it is reached. And it is in a sad 
plight truly. It has what is dignified 
by the term "trail;" but it is a mere 
bridle>path, trreiohed enough at that, 
with the corrugated surface of a wash- 
board. Tho bridging, ten or twelve 
years old, is for the most part rotten, 
and is either impassable or unsafe. It 
Bcoms hard that tho settlors in tliiS 
section should be left so long destitulo 
of tho means of getting about.althougli 
nil the timo contributing their full 
stiavo of taxation. The Harewood mine 
i.ssittiati! in this district, and it is hoped 
that its growing inipovtaticc will gain 
fori! a duo sliiiro of altentioii and f'X- 
poiidituie. 1 ha<l well nigh (jveriook- 
cd Gabriola Island^_ vvliere^lliere is a 
large iincl thriving eetflffiiiieift. Gab- 
riola has received iln auir.ial dole niul 
li.afi made aiiotlier siih.^taiilial stride to- 
wards the coiiiplotioii of its admirable 
ruad-.sy.stcni. liovertiijg lo the town.

A correspondent asks us this question: 
"Who was tho inventor of sausageg ?" 
Wo answered: It was unknown. Julius 
CiiHur claimed to bo the inventor, bat 
historians and commentators have uni- 
versally scouted his claim. There is no 
doubt in the minds of the best informed 
writers on tho Hul)ject but that tho Ger- 
mans were tbo inventors of the sausago, 
and that Clusar in his wars against the 
stubborn Gorman tribes became acquaint- 
ed with their way of making tho sausage. 
On bis return to Homo, after crosaing tbtt 
Itnbicon, he tried to induce the inhabit^ 
ants of the Imperial city to adopt it aa an 
article of food, but the Eomaus wersxioh, 
they fed on luxuries garnered from the 
lands which they had conquered and 
tboj rejected the sausa-o. On tho morn- 
ing of the day of hi:: death at the hands 
ot the conspirators, Ciesar sadly informed 
his wife that Jnii)erial Homo was totter- 
ing to Us fall, and that fall was bastensd 
^ by its rejretion of sousagcs. Itisasingtt- 
I lar aud extram-iiinary fact— ono quoted 
by tbo great historian Simanides, and 
Gibbons, and .Niebuhr— that no nation 
lias been great as a military power, in 
modern times, which did not make sau- 
sa;,'es one of its prime articles of diet. 
Tlie recent war between Germany and 
France preves this. Soventy-fivo yeani 
ago the French wero intensely foiid of 
sausage, then they overran Europe. But, 
liko the liom,an.8, they took to In.xuroua 
living, and tho downf.iH of la belle Franc* 
folloivod. 

The Germans have always been a war- 
like naiion. They have aUays been eat- 
ers of sausage. The greatest general <rf 
modern times, Moltko, dines up6ir^8a»» 
age three timos a day. Ho says that DO 
man who is not a lover of sausages oan 
ever niako a great general. Some yeara 
ago bo was called upon while at breakfast 
by a young officer. He was eating hia 
usual meal of "wuratand pumperniokel," 
and asked tho young otBoer-to join hia. 
The oflTer was decliDedoiirthe>gronnd that 
ho never could eat sausages. "Sir," said 
the groat general, looking at the ofiSoer 
with tlishing eyes, "the mau who cannot 
eat saiisa.ijes iiee.l never expect promo- 
tion from nie." Th.^ young ollleer at onco 
applp'd !iiin,--,.lf so aSMdiiuusly to the owl- 
lnii!niii of a tfi.ste for sans;i,-:es that in the 
late war ho had risen to bo General Von 
.^ioltke's chief of staff. A distaste for sau- 
sages led to the diisfiilssal of a wooer of 
tlic General's daughter. She afterwards 
iii.i: rieil a ::iair.ifuel in er of sausages with 
her f.ither's appn.bali un. and she is now 
the Inqipy molh.'u- of eight healthy Ban- 
sa,i;.5 eating children. Wci-o nijyope to 
•^^ay in General "Von Moltke's preaonoo 
that s.iusa;;es were mndo out of rofnso 
lio-s. he would regard it as a mortal' of- 
feiiei'. And yet ho has novet acconnted
